London Papers Who Look Upon the 
Silence as Decidedly 
Ominous. 



Burial of the Victims the Grim 
Business of the Day 
Just Gone. 



Havana, Feb. 26.— The court of in- 
quiry was in session to-day but did 
nothing — simply waiting to see if any 
new developments resulted from the 
work of the diverB. The Btrong wind 
hindered the divers in their operations, 
but the men and apparatus brought by 
the MassaBSoit aro now on board the tug 
Right Arm will be put to work aa soon 
as possible. 

Washington', Feb. 20.— In the absence 
of news from Havana on any subject 
other than the disposition of the dead 
bodies, the official mind turned to-day 
to an analysis of the Spanish statements 
made with more or less degree of official 
sanction, respecting the total absence ol 
submarine mines, from Havana harbor, 
and it was regarded by the navy depart- 
ment as negativing the mine theory of 
external cause of the explosion junt as 
recent letters put an end to the explod- 
ing boiler theory aa an internal cause for 
the disaster. 

Nothing was heard to-day from the 
court of inquiry and the department is 
still ignorant of its plans. In fact the 
only information coming direct to the 
navy department during the day was 
contained in a despatch from Captain 
Sigsbee regarding the disposal of the 
bodies. It iB believed that there are 
probably in the neighborhood of fifty 
bodies remaining to be taken from the 
wreck. 

Washington, Feb. 20.— In spite of the 
storieB that come from unofficial sources 
in Havana as to sensational develop- 
ments in connection with the work of 
the divers in the bull, the administra- 
tion remains firm in its statement that 
there iB no credible evidence one way or 
the other as to the cause of the disaster, 
and holds to its purpose to await the 
conclusion of the investigation now 
making by the court of inquiry. 
This position whb emphasized at to day's 
cabinet meeting. People who looked for 
some startling announcement were dis- 
appointed, aa the membera without 
reservation frankly admitted that the 
subject of the loss of the Maine had 
been discussed, but said that the govern- 
ment had received no information from 
Havana Bince yesterday and had no 
intention of changing its policy until 
there wag something of substance to 
warrant. The Spanish legation was 
equally in the dark us to any of the dis- 
coveries reported from sources that are 
not cited, as was shown by a message 
from Captain General Blanco. 

Ab bo much depends on the report of 
the court of inquiry it may be interest- 
ing to note that bo far Secretary Long 
himself does not know when to expect 
this important document, up to this 
time having heard nothing from any o( 
the membera on this point. lie rather 
expected that the court, which haB com- 
plete power to work on its own lines, 
would wind up its work at Havana be- 
fore leaving so as to avoid the necessity 
for a return trip. 

There is reason to believe that the gov- 
ernment is prepared for the reception of 
a report that would show the disaster to 
be other than the result of an accident. 
Some of the officials of the administra- 
tion have been looking up the subject of 
indemnities so as to lay the foundation 
of a case in the event that it is decided 
to resort to that method of settlement. 

In view of the widely published report 
that Havana harbor contains a system of 
submarine mines, a statement in which 
has centered the chief public interest in 
connection with the disaster to the 
Maine, Senor Du Lose, Spanish charge 
d'affaires at Washington, has made to 
the Associated Press the following state- 
ment which, coming from such an au- 
thority, may be considered as an oflicial 
denial : 

" I wish to state on my own official 
knowledge that no mine exists inside or 
outside ol Havana harbor, nor is there 
any submarine defence of any kind. The 
report is so absurdly false and ridiculous 
that it could only have originated in the 
minds of those persons anxioiiB to incite 
the evil passions of both nations lor 
their own miserable ends. I consider 
the very suggestion of such a thing an 
insult to Spain." 

The double turreted monitor Terror 
started for New York this evening from 
Hampton Roads under orders issued to- 
day. She will be a moat powerful rein- 
forcement to the defence of the commer- 
cial metropolis in caBO of need, and sta- 
tioned in the narrowB it would be diffi- 
cult for any hoBtilo ahip to pass her. 

Captain Sampson expects that the 
Mangrove, with the court of inquiry on 
board, will sail to-morrow unless new 
discoveries are made to delay her. 
SigBbee and the other officers of the 
Maine who aro here will probably re- 
main until the Mangrove returns. 

New York, Feb. 20.— The Evening 
World says that Senator Hanna was in 
conference laBt evening witli a number 
of representatives of prominent financial 
institutions, and he was giveh 
to understand that the adminis- 
tration could depend upon all 
the money support necessary to 
carry out any plan of action that might 
be determined on. According to the 
Evening World, a series of bond issues 
aggregating $500,000,0(10 was suggested 
aa a possibility, and was acquiesced in 
by the assembled financiers. 

London, Feb. 20.— The Saturday Re-

view is of opinion that the_ Spanish- 
American crisis is gravely critical, and 
comments upon the silence of the court 
of inquiry into the loss of the Maine bb 
being " ominouB," as in the ner- 
vous anxiety of President McKin- 
iey and his ministers to avoid 
a rupturo with Spain they would 
obviously have hastened to publish any- 
thing which would help to stop the 
mouths of Senators Mason and Allen, 
who, with the assistance of certain 
newspapers, are yelling for instant war 
in the best jingo style. 

Proceeding the Saturday Review Bays 
Secretary Sherman having been silenced 
by the simple process o'. not allowing 
him to know anything, the executive 
has lately kept its secrets admirably, 
but it is shrewdly suspected that the 
pacific disposition of President McKin- 
ley is largely owing to the reports 
of his naval advisers to the effect 
that America is not in a condition to go 
to war with Spain with any certainty of 
immediate and overwhelming buc 

COfS. 

The Spectator is certain that the 
United States government, " whether 
moved by information from Europe, or 
being only deBirous of peace, iB anxious 
to avoid war." 

Sensational dispatches, purporting to 
repeat alarming utterances of President 
McKinley, Secretary Long, and other of- 
ficials are beginning to affect public opin- 
ion on this side of the Atlantic, and 
strengthen the impression that there 
may possibly be truth in the reports 
which allege that the loss of the Maine 
was not due to an accident, aB at first 
believed here, although war between the 
United States and Spain is still regard- 
ed as improbable.

Toronto, Feb. 20. — The campaign in 
the province closes with to-night's meet- 
ings. Haifa dozen gatherings will be 
held in the city to-night, and theleaders 
on the respective sides, aided by Dom- 
inion memberB, are billed to speak at 
innumerable pkces in the province. 
Hon. Mr. Hardy last night addressed a 
meeting at Windsor; Hon. Mr. Ross 
was at Sf. Thomas ; Hon. Mr. Dryden 
was at Whitby; Hon. Mr. FraBer, of 
Guysboro, was at St. Catharines. Hon. 
Mr. Whitney is addressing meetings in 
his constituency of Dundas. 

Toronto haB had fewer successful 
campaign meetings than at any election 
in many years. Neither aide has had 
right through the campaign either a 
strong list of speakers or any really 
urge and enthusiaBtic meetings. 
Through 'the province, however, the 
feeling is most keen. The Conservatives 
have a eood chance of capturing one 
seat in Ottawa, and also in Kingston of 
defeating Minister Hardy. Theirchances 
of recapturing London, which went 
Liberal in the bye-election for the first 
time in many years, and of 
securing one Beat in Hamilton are 
excellent. Ministers Hardy, Dryden, 
Gibson and Davis are considered by the 
Liberals to be impregnable. Hon. Mr. 
Harcourt may go under. The Liberals 
will probably captureoneor both Lamb- 
tone, WeBt Durham, Lincoln, EaBt Vic- 
toria and West York. Of course ex- 
travagant claims are made by extrem- 
ists on both sides, but in the absence of 
any burning question or Bpecial opposi- 
tion policy, or BeriotiB charges against 
the government, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that on the whole the government 
will hold its own by a small majority. 

Picton, Feb. 20.— Nostram Sprague, 
Reform candidate for Prince Edward, 
resigned bis candidature this morning.

Athens, Feb. 20.— King George was 
returning from Phalirum at five o'clock 
this evening in a landau, accompanied 
by the Princess Marie, when two men, 
who were hidden in a ditch alongside 
the road, opened fire with guns upon 
the occupants of the carriage. The first 
shot missed, but the second wounded a 
footman in the arm. The coachman 
whipped up his horeeB and the royal 
party dashed away at a gallop. 

The men fired Beven more shots after 
them, not one of which took effect, and 
King and Princess returned to the 
palace unhurt. The King states that 
one of the assassins was dressed in grey 
clothing, and His Majesty declares that 
he could easily identify him. The at- 
tempt upon the King'B life has caused a 
great sensation. 

When the second shot whizzed past 
the carriage, the King roBe and stood in 
front o( Ihb daughter in order to shield 
her. One of the horses was slightly 
wounded. One of the men stood in the 
middle of the road and aimed 
straight at the King, who noticed 
that the man's hand was shaking. The 
shot missed, and the King had a 
clear view of the man, who, HiB Majesty 
Bays, was barely twenty years of age. 
He continued to fire after the carriage 
until it wbb out of range. His compan- 
ion, who waB more cowardly, did not 
leave the ditch. As soon as the news 
became known all the leading poli- 
ticians hastened to the palace to exprees 
their congratulations on the escape of 
the King and Princess, and' the action of 
His Majesty in shielding the Princess at 
the rid; of his own life.

NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 

Rothschilds Not Backing Hamilton Smith- 
Death of A. M. Burgess— Condemned 
Man Freed. 

Ottawa, Feb. 20.— A cable from the 
High Commissioner in London, to Pre- 
mier Laurier, reads as follows : " Lord 
Rothschild authorizes me to say that 
Hamilton Smith is not their agent, and 
is in no sense authorized to make any 
proposition on their behalf to the Can 
adian government.' ' 

Alexander Mackinnon Burgess, com 
missioner of Dominion lands, died early 
this morning, having been unconscious 
since the stroke of apoplexy already re 

Eorted. Ho waB -10 years of age and was 
orn in Strathspey, Scotland. He waB 
for long engaged on the Toronto 
Globe and afterwards editor of the 
Ottawa Times. In 1877 he was 
appointed private secretary to Hon. David 
Mills, minister of the interior, and later 
on he became deputy minister, from 
which office he was removed by the 
' present government. 

The otfice of Hon. P. O'Reilly, Indian 
reserve commissioner at Victoria, has 
been united with that of tho Indian 
superintendent, Mr. Vowell. 

Lyman Dart, in gaol at Truro, N.S., 
for the murder of Oasher Doran, an As 
Syrian peddler, and sentenced to be 
hanged on March 3, has been set free. 
Dart, who is 17 years of age, was hunting 
in the woods when his gun went off 
accidentally and the ball struck the ped- 
dler and passed through tho body. Dart, 
seeing that he had Bhot a man, ran 
away, and told nobody, being frightened 
that he would not be believed. The 
jury gave a verdict afjainet hi 
and the judge had no option but to pass 
the death sentence. Very recently the 
prisoner made a confession, giving the 
details of how the affair occurred, 
and in every particular this con- 
fession agreed with the theory 
that had been worked out by the depart- 
ment of justice and officers of the crown. 
The trial judge reported to the depart- 
ment in favor of the acquittal of Dart, 
who is unquestionably an innocent man, 
and an order to that effect has been ap- 
proved by Lord Aberdeen, 

A ROSSLAND "DELEGATION 

Will Ask Greater Representation and Lib- 
eral Appropriations for Trail Creek 
—The Corbin Railway. 

Rossland, Feb. 20.— The city council 
met in extraordinary session to-day and 
voted $500 to send a special delegation 
to Victoria to urge the legislature to 
grant increased representation in the 
assembly and liberal appropriations for 
the Trail Creek division. Mayor Wal 
lace, Dr. Bowee, F. W. Rolt and Ross 
Thompson compose the delegation, 
which will start for Victoria on Mon- 
day. 

Rossland citi/.enB are divided in op in 
ion concerning the resolution of the 
council of the B. C. board of trade res- 
pecting the Corbin railway. The gen- 
eral impression is that the hoard is play- 
ing into the handB of tho Victoria, Van- 
couver & Eastern company, who want a 
transportation monopoly. 

MR. CARLVLPVS SUCCESSOR. 

K. G. McConnell Offered and Will Accept 
the Position of Provincial Mineral- 
ogist. 

A special despatch to the Colonist 
from Ottawa last night states that Mr. 
R. G. McConnell of tho Geological 
Survey had accepted the position of 
provincial mineralogist of British 
Columbia as successor to Mr. \V. 
A. Carlyle, who is soon to 
become the mining manager of the Mack- 
intosh syndicate. When Mr. Carlyle 
resigned it was generally acknowledged 
that it would be a difficult matter to find 
a worthy successor to tho very high 
standard he had set. No happier 
choice, however, could have been made 
t'>nn Mr. McConnell, both because of hie 
high abilities and because he has had 
extensive experience in British Colum- 
bia. He is a science graduate of McGill 
university and for a long period has 
been connected with the Geol- 
ogical Survey of Canada. Hi.s 
geological work haB for the last ten or 
twelve years been mostly in thia pro- 
vince and during that time he has tra- 
velled extensively over British Colum- 
bia. He haB done field work in Cariboo, 
Cassiar,Kamlooj)6 district, Last and West 
Kootenay, his last three years being 
spent mostly in the Kootenays. Of 
thorough scientific attainments and a 
good practical man, high principled and 
thoroughly disinterested in his work, Mr. 
McConnell will undoubtedly be a auc- 
cesa in his new position, especially bb 
like his predecessor ho is gifted with a 
pleasant manner and plenty of tact.

The " Amur " Prepared for Her 
Northern Service— Accidents 
or Minor Import. 



Steamer "Mischief" Chartered by 
Tramway Employees— "Joan " 
Resumes Her Route. 



Between sixty and seventy carponters 
are buBy on the steamship Amur pre- 
paring her for sailing within tho next 
few days. 'Tween decks, Bteerago ac- 
commodation ib being provided for 200 
passengers in ono big, unbroken corri- 
dor, that will be lighted throughout 
with electricity and supplied with an 
abundance of fresh air. ( Extra port 
holes are being cut all around the ship, 
the electric lights are being extended, 
bei tho built, a large pilot house erected 
over the saloon, and the bunker hatches 
arranged so that the steamer will ex- 
perience no delay in receiving her fuel. 
The first-class passenger quarters are all 
on the upper deck, the saloon itself being 
a very cosy room, 'and the cabins of a 
size assuring comfort. The Amur was 
launched from the Ksquimalt marine 
wayB yesterday morning, and is now lying 
alongside the owning company's wharf, 
where one of the best warehouses along 
the water front has been built, with a 
tramway running through it over the 
wharf and down to the side of tho ship. 
Juat after the Amur came around to the 
wharf a 'longshoreman employed about 
her had a little misadventure, falling 
overboard between the ship and the 
dock, but hardly striking the water 
before one of those on board 
was to the rescue. The latter 
slid down a rope hanging over 
the side of the steamer and aB the 'long- 
shoreman rose to the surface gave him 
his foot to hold to. This was tho second 
little misfortune that occured along the 
waterfront yesterday, as during the early 
afternoon one of the hands working on 
the Commonwealth broke a blood vesBel 
and had to be taken to the Jubilee hos- 
pital. 

MARINE NOTES. 

A large party, chiefly employes of the 
tramway company, have chartered the 
steam schooner Mischief, which is ex- 
pected to arrive to-day from the North. 
They will go to Skagway in her and from 
that place the majority will continue on 
to Dawson.

The big steamer Commonwealth, now 
receiving repairs at Spratt's wharf, was 
yesterday visited by many citizens at- 
tracted mainly by curiosity excited by 
her rescue by the Willapa not many 
weeks ago. 

The Kingston continues to bring over 
a heavy passenger list every day from 
the Sound ; yesterday there were 74 pas- 
sengers, many of them intending Klon- 
dikers. The cargo was equally heavy, 
in flour and hay chiefly, the handling of 
which necessitated several hours' delay. 

The Bteamer Joan, which arrived at 
Nanaimo from the north yeBterday, will 
resume her regular run between the Ter- 
minal City and Nanaimo to-morrow.

A QUEER COURTSHIP. 



It is not to bo assumed that idyls al- 
ways go topsy turvy in Shakespeare's 
country. There, as olsowhoro, journeys 
end iu lovers' meetings, but in the par- 
ticular case 1 tell of tho end was sever- 
ance 

The country for many a mile lies as 
flat as the palm of your hand. Tho 
grass is so exquisitely green and fresh 
that foreign travelers, beholding it for 
the first time, aro given to exclamations 
of delight and wonder. Tho slow Avon 
goes winding and sliding through sleepy 
lields, glassing trees and cattlo and 
homesteads in its tide. The hedgerows 
that skirt tho lanes aro gardens of wild 
and luxuriant beauty. 

Tho peoplo not so very long ngo 
were just as sleepy as tho land and 
woro just tho same sort of tranquil pic- 
turesqueness. Nowadays tho board 
schools have killed tho old, quaint ac- 
cent. The tongue of Shakespeare him-' 
self probably had tho homely twang of 
it. Salesmen of ready mado clothing 
havo banished tho beautiful and befit- 
ting raiment of tho old peasantry, tho 
canvas clad engineer has taken tho place 
of tho plowman who used to drive his 
team afield, and tho daily press has 
brought its porky English into tho placo 
of rich and venerable provincialism. 
Tho rustic folks themselves aro soino- 
what dull copies of tho peoplo of tho 
towns, a sort of eopperplated class of 
human goods, shining with tho cheap- 
est tarnished brilliance. Forty years 
ago tho stolid humor of this class was 
as delicious as when Shakespeare loved 
it. Tho types of Tudor times were stur- 
dily alivo in field and lane, and tho men 
and women breathed of old days. The 
homesteads, pinned together by massive 
beams of oak, scorned roofed fast in the 
earth, liko tho ancestral trees, and ouo 
•could easily fancy them a spontaneous 
growth of tho soil. 

Ou tho lastedgoof this delightful old 
times thero lived in a charming old 
homestead within an easy morning stroll 
of Stratford-on-Avon a family consist- 
ing of three elderly .spinsters and ono 
middle aged bachelor brother. They 
were of good old yeoman stoek, and the 
farm had descended from father to son 
front tiiuo immemorial. In that hospi- 
table houso it savored of meat and drink 
nil tho year round. The three elderly 
spinsters spent by far the greater half 
of their working time iu cooking, pre- 
serving and distilling. They made pre- 
serves tho very names of which aro 
now hardly remembered and many 
homely growths were turned to wine — 
blackberry wine, rhubarb wine, currant 
win", elderberry wine, cowslip wine — 
thero was no end to tho homely vintages. 
There was a gooseberry wine which was 
merely elysian. It beats hollow and far- 
away fin memory) any champagne I 
ever tested. Perhaps the unsophisticated 
palate of infancy reported of it hi yond 
irs real merit. Then there was brewing 
in the mild, misty, sunlit October days 
— days always and inseparably associat- 
ed with tho richness of the smell of malt 
and tho aroma of the great hop pockets. 
Tin re we're cider pressing and merry- 
making, and the huge "inaslin kettle" 
of polished copper was on the fire for 
hours every day for weeks' together, and 
regiments and armies of gallipots were 
marshaled on tho groat white scoured 
tablo in tho kitchen for the receipt of 
jams for winter storage. 

The three elderly spinsters — tho with- 
ered, withered roses that they were — 
wore always spotless. Tho morning saw 
them in dresses of calico print, starched 
stiff as buckram, and as fresh lis now 
fallen snow. Indoors and out and all the 
year round they woro cotton sun bonnets, 
as stiff and as prim and as clean as their 
dresses. Tho kindly, smiling spinster 
faces, wrinkled liko rosy old apples that 
havo lain for months in the straw, shone 
on you from tho far end of immaculate 
snowy tunnels. Thcso elderly ladies 
were always laughing and said the most 
uncompromising things to each other 
with genuine good humor. I daro say 
they had even been pretty, and certainly 
tin y had ouco boon young. They wero 
green at heart still. A jollier trio of old 
girls never made tho holiday life of a 
schoolboy happy. Jano was tho eldest of 
tho family. Sho may havo been five and 
fifty. Mary came next. You may sot her 
down at DO. Hannah Maria was tho 
child of tho family, a moro girl of 40, 
tho Beujamiuo of tho household — not 
quito an old maid yet, but beginning, 
perhaps, to run a little danger of a life 
of siuglo sloop and unchanged name. 

There seems to havo been a continued 
epidemic of bachelorhood and spinster- 
hood in that little parish. Rosy check- 
ed, towheaded urchins tumbled abuiu 



tho laborers' cottages by tho dozen, but 
in tho four or five farmsteads and in the 
parsonago and at tho hall itself thero 
was no laughter or crying of children 
or any marrying or giving in mar- 
riage. The placo was liko a Shaker set- 
tlement so far as tho well to do folk's 
wero concerned. Think, then, how 
tongues ran and how speculation leaped 
awake when it became evident on a 
sudden to tho popular eye that Hannah 
Maria had ti suitor. I say "on a sud- 
den" advisedly, for tho courtship had 
Cot been in progress more than seven or 
eight years ut tho utmost boforo tho 
knowledge of it became common proper- 
ty. 

Tho thing wsas tho moro surprising in- 
asmuch as it was John Thurston whom 
tho blind hey had clapped upon tho 
shoulder. lie had reached tho ago of (10 
or thereabout, and the bachelor broth- 
er spoke of him as "a maturish sort of 
a chap," as ho certainly was if over he 
wero going to be. Ho woro a hat of sil- 
ver heaver, with a low boll topped 
crown and a broad rim. I doubt if thero 
wero such another in tho country, and 
it is likely enough that it was an heir- 
loom. Ho was bald as an egg, and tho 
knobs on his head shone with a high 
pale polish. This contrasted well with 
the wrinkled brick red of his hard old 
visage, which might have been cast in 
terra ootta for any flexibility of featuro 
it displayed. I never heard a hint of 
barm of him, but he went about witli a 
fierce, shortsighted scowl which mado 
him look its if ho contemplated murder. 
Ho was very bowed in the legs and bent 
at the hams, and he was as Jean as 
death everywhere except in tho region 
of the lower waistcoat, where ho put 
forth a bulb so extravagantly out of 
keeping with the rest of him that it 
locked artificial and preposterous. Ho 
was as uoat as a new pin always, and 
his tight fitting drab gaiters and breech- 
es, his red plush waistcoat, his bluo 
broadcloth coat with its bright smooth 
gilt buttons, his high white collars, his 
silken birdsoye necktie and the great 
bunch of seals depending from tho 
watch that strained its tight little pock- 
et mado him ;i picture of respectability. 

John, as befitted tho maturish sort of 
a chap he was, went courting very stol- 
idely and setluteiy. 

Every Saturday night, hail, rain or 
shine, winter and summer and spring 
and autumn, ho dressed to perfection, 
drove over to tho neighboring farm- 
stead, which was about a mile from his 
own door, and sat there from 7 o'clock 
till half past 11 — a dissipated hour, tho 
constant observance of which alone 
might have told tho parish that ho 
found an unusual attraction in tho 
hottso. Ho and the bachelor brother Fat 
opposite each other on either si tie tho 
fireplace, which in itself was liko a 
modern chamber for capacity. Each 
pulled solidly at a yard of (day (tho 
real old Broseley clay, which lent such 
majesty to tho smoker), and each ap- 
pealed often toil mug of brown October. 
Hannah Maria kept tho mugs filled, and 
the two tillers of the soil sat as solemn 
as a pair of graven images, speaking 
with extreme rarity and tho weightiest 
deliberation. Tho three spinsters chat- 
tered liko a trio of magpies, and when 
onco thoir eyes wero open to tho real 
condition of affairs there would bo sud- 
den silences among them, and arch 
glances at John in his silent corner, and 
then shakings and contortions of sup- 
pressed laughter. Then Hannah Maria 
would blush and bridle, and one at 
least of the sisters would bo so over- 
come with mirth that sho would think 
it seemly to retire. John never so much 
as twinkled, but ho must havo under- 
stood, and it is probablo that a slow 
courage took root and grew within him 
as it result, of these manifestations. 

They aro all tinder tho turf this many 
a year, John and tho bachelor Harry 
and the jolly old maids, but it looks to 
mo liko yesterday. It was summer 
weather, and the long time of tender 
twilight was almost at an cud. The 
full moon, pale as yet, hut gathering 
power, hung low ovi r the orchard trees. 
Tho roses pushed their lovely incense 
breathing faces through tho open win- 
dow. The candles had just been lit, and 
for a wonder tho women folk were dead 
quiet. We could hear tho tinkle of a 
she"]) boll now and then from tho fold, 
a quarter of a mile away across tho 
lields, and now and then tho sleepy, 
querulous call : ii a bleating lamb. A 
bat in his circular flight cut tic ring of 
the full moon again and again. The 
horses occasionally stamped on the sta- 
ble floor or moved their chains in tho 
manger. In that: rural silence you heard 
and noted sounds which would nut havo. 
reached the ear at all elsewhere. 

Hannah Maria was seated at the ta- 
blo where tho two newly lit, candles 
were standing. She was tracing a pat- 
tern on cambric for an embroidered col- 
lar. John was sitting in the chimney 
corner, with his short arm at full length 
supporting his pipe and his mug in his 
right hand. He stared hard at Hannah 
Maria fur perhaps live minutes, and 
smoked with growing fury. Then he 
knocked tho ashes softly from his pipe, 
placed it gingerly on tho two nails 
driven into the oak wainscot for its sup- 
port, rose, emptied his mug with great 
deliberation and walked right over to 
the youngest spinster. He stooped across 
tho labia and, with an unchanged, un- 
changeable visage, lie chucked Hannah 
Maria under tho chin.

A GREAT PROBLEM. 



Tho iMlHidnjr Link I'otwcfm Inorganic and 
Organic Life* 

, One great life problem remains which 
tho doctrine of evolution does not touch. 
The origin of species, genera, orders 
and classes of beings through endless 
transmutations is in :i seuso explained, 
but what of the first term of tins long 
series? Whence (Mine that primordial 
organism whoso transmuted descendants 
make up tho existing faunas and floras 
of tho globe? 

There was a time, soon after tho doc- 
trine of evolution gained a hearing, 
when the answer to that question seem- 
ed to some scientists of authority to 
have been given by experiment. Incur- 
ring to a former belief and repeating 
fiouits earlier experiments, the director 
of the museum of natural history 
Rouen, M. E. A. Pouchet, reached the 
conclusion that organic beings aro spon- 
taneously gonerntccFabout us constantly 
in tho familiar processes of putrefac- 
tion, which woro known to he due to 
tho agency of microscopic bacteria. But 
in l$V>2 Louis Pasteur proved that this 
seeming spontaneous generation is in 
reality due to tho existence of germs in 
tho air. Notwithstanding tho conclu- 
siveness of theso experiments, the claims 
of Pouehet were revived in England 
ten years later by Professor Bastiau, 
but then the experiments of John Tyu- 
dall, fully corroborating tho results of 
Pasteur, gave a final quietus to tho claim 
of "spontaneous generation" as hitherto 
formulated. 

There for tho moment tho matter 
rests. But the end is not yet. Fauna 
and flora aro hero, and, thanks to La- 
marck and Wallace and Darwin, their 
development, through the operation of 
those "secondary causes" which we 
call laws of nature, has been proximal- 
ly explained. Tho lowest forms of life 
havo been linked with tho highest in 
unbroken chains of descent. Meantime, ■ 
through the efforts of chemists mid 
biologists, the gap between tho inorganic 
and tho organic worlds, which once 
seemed almost infinite, has been con- 
stantly narrowed. Already philosophy 
can throw a lie ,<• across that gap. But 
inductive sc:; bee, which builds its own 
bridges, has not yet spanned tho chasm, 
small though it appear. Until it shall 
havo done so tho bridge of organic evo- 
lution is not quite complete, yet even 
as it stands today it is tho most stupen- 
dous scientific structure of our century.

Ed A. Schloth has received from a 
friend in Savannah, 'lis., n long and 
small spearhead, a small knife, an awl 
and a needle taken from ono of tho pre- 
historic mounds near that city. Tho tools 
aro all of tempered copper, and when 
suspended by a thread ring liko steel. 
They have peon hammered out and tem- 
pered, and alter having been buried in 
a mound for no one knows how long 
still retain their temper. The mound 
builders, who had disappeared from tho 
face of the earth before Columbus dis- 
covered this country, knew how to tem- 
per copper, an art which no man on 
earth hits now, although many have en- 
deavored for years to discover tho proc- 
ess. Such .speciniens aro found in hat I 
few of tht: mounds opened, the iniplo 
meuts found being generally of stone. 
Mr. Schloth has a tine collection of rel- 
ics of mound builders and of the aborig- 
ines of this coast and values those tem-

THE NORTHERN 

TRADE REGULATIONS 

Through the courteay of Secretary 
Elwortliy of the Board of Trade we are 
enabled to present to the public this 
'morning the regulations governing the 
carriage of goods into the Yukon coun- 
try and Alaaka. We give both the Cana- 
dian and United States regulations of 
the subject. They will be read with 
very great interest by thousands of 
people. It may be mentioned that, since 
the Canadian regulations were promul- 
gated, telegraphic advices have been re- 
ceived to the effect that Canadian goodB 
may for the present season be carried 
up the Yukon river in vessels of any 
nationality without being subject lo 
duty. Water carriage by other routes 
must be in Canadian bottoms. 

It will be observed that the only goods 
admitted free of duty into the Yukon aie 
personal baggage and what is needed for 
immediate personal comfort. This is 
merely a nominal concession, and we 
doubt even if it would permit an officer 
at Tagish to pass duty free sufficient 
provisions to last a party destined for 
Alaska while on their trip through Can- 
ada, although it might be held that the 
word " immediate " in that connection 
means directly connected with the jour- 
ney, rather than a definition having a 
signification in point of time, Special 
attention is directed to section 7 of the 
Canadian memorandum. 

The regulations issued by the United 
..States Treasury department will be seen 
to apply to Wrangel as well as to Skag- 
way and Dyca. In the earlier despatches 
the contrary was implied, and we do not 
know that there has heretofore been any 
-authoritative announcement on the 
point. The regulations are reaBonabie 
except as to the terrna upon which 
duties advanced are to be refunded. 
These will be found in section 5, but the 
action of the Canadian government in 
stationing an officer at the frontier to 
cash certificates will remove any hard- 
ship which these provisions might 
othonvise entail. 

There is an apparent inconaiatency 
between eection and section 10 ol the 
United States regulations, because the 
former appears to be intended to re- 
quire p. traveller to pay duty on what 
portion of his supplies he may consume 
on the way over the passes, which would 
lead to a lot of useless trouble, while 
aoction 10 may be construed aa permit- 
ting a man to carry with him what food 
he requires and uae it on the journey 
without having to account for it. We 
suppose the reasonable explanation of 
the two sections is that if a man haB, on 
landing, a certain part of his outfit 
actually in use he will not be expected 
to pay duty on it; but that if any part 
intended to bo taken through is not ac- 
counted for at the Yukon frontier, it 
will ha dutiable. 

The provisions relating to the naviga- 
tion of tho Yukon appear to be reason- 
able. In fact, as matters are provided 
for by both countries, there is not very 
much to be desired. 



A CHANGE OF TONE. 

We copy a portion of an article printed 
in Friday's Post-Intelligencer aud con- 
gratulate our contemporary upon the 
improvement in its tone. We shall not 
bo so ungenerous as to inquire what has 
led it to take a more sensible view of the 
situation; but meet it upon ita chosen 
around. Before commenting upon the 
article we will permit Colonist readors 
to ti^niBe tho principal parts of it :

Both this country and Canada have been 
to blame. Each has sought to steal a 
march upon the other, which has brought 
about reprisal, and the result is that the 
unfortunate prospectors have been made 
the victims of a commercial warfare. 
Both countries are dependent to a great 
extent upon the good-will of the other, 
and the beBt thing wo can do is to force 
back the merely sellish interests which 
have succeeded in creating a friction and 
unite upon reciprocal terms which Bhall 
best Berve to develop the Northwestern 
gold fields. 

Americans are now seeking to take up 
claims on the Canadian side, but it iB 
just as iikely that in a few months the 
Canadians will be Hocking into Borne of 
those creeks on the United StateB side 
which aro known to be very rich. 
Travelers from the United States cannot 
reach their destination by any estab- 
lished routo except through American 
territory. Here is a fair basis upon 
which to establish an international agree- 
ment which would be just to both gov- 
ernments. 

Our contemporary desires reciprocal 
concessions. That is a fair proposition, 
and as when reciprocity is talked about 
there must be a starting point, we pro- 
pose aa an initiative that the United 
States shall grant to Canadians precisely 
the same concessions aa are now granted 
by Canada to American citizens. These 
are the right to take up mining claims 
in Alaska and the right to transport 
Canadian goods through all parts of 
Alaska en route to the Yukon on Buch 
terms aa shall remove as far as poBaible 
every inconvenience to shippers. When 
our neighbors do thia we will be in a 
position to take the next step. They 
want the Canadian government to isBue 
licenses at Tagish. What doeB our con- 
temporary propose that its government 
shall concede in exchange for that? We 
shall be glad to have it answer this 
question and will discuss anything it 
suggests in the same spirit with which 
it is advanced. The next thing which 
they will probably ask is that minors 
from the United States Bhall be permit- 
ted to take what goods they choose into 
Canada without paying any duties. 
Will they be prepared to concede to Can- 
adians the right to take goods into 
Alaska without paying duties? What 
says our contemporary to that? We 
trust it will see its way clear to treat the 
matter frankly in order that British 
Cjl'tmbia people may have some idea 
what it means by " reciprocal terms." 

How would this proposition strike our 
contemporary? Let the Dominion govern- 
ment and the United States government 
agree that, for the purpose of mining, the 
whole region north of the 60th parallel, 
weat of the Mackenzie river and east of 
the Pacific ocean and Behring sea, that 
is the whole Yukon territory and all 
Alaska, except what they call the Pan- 
handle, shall be made common territory 
to all British subjects and all American 
citizens ; and that we shall all enter the 
field on equal terms, striving in a fair 
field with no favor, each country guaran- 
teeing to the people of the other equal 
privileges as to right of ingresB. Thia 
would be reciprocity pushed to its ex- 
treme limit. We trust the Post-Intelli- 
gencer will not think we aro treating its 
conversion to the cause of common sense 
with undue levity, for we are quite seri- 
ous aa to part at least of what is advanced 
above, and would not be very greatly 
averse to going to the fullest extent of 
the last proposition, if Buch an arrange- 
ment were practicable. We think our 
contemporary will admit that, having 
introduced the subject of reciprocal rela- 
tions between Canada and the United 
States in regard to the Yukon and 
Alaska, it ougiit in fairness to go further 
and tell ua what it means thereby. 
Meanwhile once more we congratulate it 
upon its conversion from its erroneous 
ways, and upon the evidence it has at 
last given of its appreciation that Ihe 
United States has more to gain from 
Canada in the premiees than Canadahus 
to ask of the United States, 



THE* WRITERS OF THE BIBLE. 

We print a letter to-day from an es- 
teemed correspondent, who takes excep- 
tion to a statement in last Sunday's 
Colonist that tha idea of Moses being 
tho author of the Pentateuch is now ex- 
ploded, Wo do not see that any good 
will come of a controversy over thiamnt- 
ter, which is interesting only to anti- 
quarians, for it can make no possible 
difference in our welfare here or here- 
after who wrote the bookB embraced un- 
der that title. Possibly tho word 
" exploded " was too sweeping to be 
applied to the attitude of critics in re- 
gard to the claims made on behalf of the 
Mosaic authorship, for there is probably 
as good reason to suppose that Moses 
wrote, or at least was the authority for 
some portions of the books, as there iB 
for thinking that Homer wrote the Iliad. 
It is self-evident that proof of anything 
bo very ancient is entirely out of the 
question. The books themselves make 
no claim on tho point. The opinion of 
a man who lived two thousand years after 
the death of Mobos is worth no moro than 
tho opinion of one who lived a thousand 
years later; JoBephus and ChrysqBtoin 
had no better means of forming opinions 
on this subject than have the scholars of 
our own day. The quotation made by 
our correspondent from language attri- 
buted to Christ doeB not necessarily im- 
ply that He meant that Moees wrote the 
Pentateuch. It really does not touch 
the question at all. But wo do not care 
to enter into any discission, forit would 
bo unprofitable to .do so, because it 
would involve much' research and the 
presentation of a grfiat mass of details,

oua as to the evidence on the Bubject 
can read it for themselves. 

We think, however, that some ob- 
servations may be timely as to the gen- 
eral class of Bubjects to which questionB 
relating to the authorship of any of the 
books of tho Sacred Canon may be as- 
signed. The authorship of most of the 
bookB is undecided, and it ia doubtful if 
in all cases the weight of evidence is in 
favor of the persona whose names are as- 
sociated with them. This question must 
in most cases be determined by the 
same ruleB as are applied to the estab- 
lishment of tho authorship of any other 
book. There is not one class of reason 
ing to be applied to, say, Genesis and 
Hebrews, and another to the Odyssy and 
Hamlet. Tho fact that compilers of the 
Bible believed themselves warranted in 
affixing certain names to the several 
books, as those of the authors, only 
proves that, in their opinion, the weight 
of evidence was in favor of such a view. 
Tn the caBe of some of them, there is in- 
trinsic evidence of authorship. In the 
case of others there ia none. The value 
of any system of teaching must be 
judged by its effects upon mankind. 
" By their fruits ye shall know them," iB 
the sole reliable test of the value of 
human preceptB. That which must be 
bolstered up by appealing to faith in cer- 
tain theories of authorship is not worthy 
of being regarded as divine. 

It ia not wise to act on the assumption 
that people who lived a long time ago 
were necessarily wiser than we are to- 
day. No one thinks this in regard to 
science, social economy, philosophy or 
anything else in fact than matters relat- 
ing to church teaching. But we have 
seen bo many reasons to doubt the wis- 
dom of some so-called authorities on 
these subjects that one may with pro- 
priety put a query after anything taught 
by them, which depended upon research. 
Thus we find that Origeh believed the 
ceremonies of the worship of Mithras to 
have been devised by Satan in order that 
Christians might be tempted to disbe 
lieve in Christ. It is an established fact 
that the ecclesiaatica who accarnpanied 
tho early Spanish conquerors of Central 
America destroyed all the records of the 
Mayan people, which they could get 
hold of, because they believed them to 
be the inventions of the devil for the pur- 
pose of discrediting the Sacred Canon. 
Wo have seen very elaborate attempts to 
prove that all the mythology of tho 
North American Indians is derived from 
tho teachings of early misBioraries, be- 
cause in nearly every tribe are preserved 
legends of a deluge and the coming of a 
Siviour. For a long time the teaching 
of Zoroaster were believed to be simply a 
corruption of the Hebrew religion, until 
research showed such an idea to be ut- 
terly untenable. We have heard even 
in very modern times devout men claim 
that the devil put fossils in the rocks so 
as to tempt men not to believe the story 
told of him in the beginning of Genesis. 

Fortunately for mankind the Bible 
does not need the sanction of any name 
except that of Him whose life and death 
are its culminating feature. Critics may 
sharpen their wits over obscure passages 
in it. Careful students may discover 
discrepancies in it. Research may cast 
grave doubts upon the trustworthiness 
of some of its historical statements. No 
one may feel quite sure who wrote any 
part of it. But as lone as it is a beacon 
light to millions of the best and most in- 
telligent people in the world, so long aB 
generation after generation attests to its 
value as a counsellor, as long as with the 
advancement of civilization and scien- 
tific research it continues to be by all 
comparison the most widely read and 
most influential literary product in the 
world, in fact more influential than all 
others combined, we may very well leave 
disputes as to the authorship of the Pen- 
teuch to those who have leisure for 
such things, for if the book were stripped 
of everything except the actual text, 
that is if all marginal notes, all chapter 
headings, all titles, everything in fact 
except the actual verEes themselves were 
taken away, all that is of any value 
whatever aB a guide to man would he 
left. 

Tub Times makes a very childish ex- 
hibition of Bpleen over the classification 
of the Maine. It is not at all surprising 
that a Victoria newspaper should follow 
a Chicago paper in describing that ves- 
sel; but the despatches spoke of the 
Maine as a battleship ; the Colonist had 
written of it aa a battleship, and, on 
reading what the Record said, endea- 
vored to find out who was mistaken. 
Reference to the Statesman's Year Book, 
which we may tell the Times is a very 
useful publication to have at hand, 
showed that the Chicago paper was in 
error. We do not aee anything in this 
for the Times to get angry over and set 
to calling names. Wo must remind it 
that an English professor once said: 
" No one ia infallible, not even a fresh 
young man."

George Newlove is in jail at Kamloops 
for the murder of an Indian, the details 
of the affiir Bhowing that the unfortun- 
ate victim waB treated witti horrible 
brutality. Murder is bad enough when 
it is committed in the heat of passion, 
or wiien a man with cold blooded delib 
eration deprives a fellow being of life 
but the crime charged against George 
Newlove is one of exceptional cruelty 
and even torture. 

Newlove and an Indian named Hug 
hie were employed on the Garden 
Ranch, belonging to John Wilson, the 
cattle king of Savonas. Last Sunday 
Newlove dispatched the Indian to pro- 
cure a bottle of whiskey. Hugbie got it 
somewhere and returned to the ranch 
with it, whereupon he and Newlove 
commenced drinking. In some way 
a quarrel aroBe, in the course 
of which Newlove drew a large 
knife and stabbed the Indian several 
times in the abdomen, then throwing 
him outside the cabin in which the two 
lived. The wounded man lay outside for 
a time, and bb night came on and the 
cold became intense begged to be allowed 
to take shelter indoors. TIub Newlove 
refused and threatened to shoot the In 
dian should he dare to enter the place. 
Hugbie lav outBide all night in a terri- 
ble condition, with several cuts in his 
body, through one of which his bowels 
protruded. Next morning when New 
love got up to look after bis horBes, 
Hughie again begged to be allowed to go 
in the house. Newlove brutally refused 
this permission, and again threatened to 
shoot the Indian. 

However the wounded man was able 
by a great effort to mount a horse 
and rode to the home ranch, where 
he told his Btory. Medical assistance 
was procured, but the murderer's knife 
had almost disembowelled the Indian, 
who died on Tuesday after making a 
dying deposition in the presence of New- 
love, who had in the meantime been ar- 
rested. 

An inquest was held by Coroner Clarke 
at Savonas on Wednesday, and a verdict 
was brought in placing the responsi- 
bility for Hughies' death on Newlove, 
who in now lodged in Kamloops jail to 
await his trial for murder.

AN AMERICAN'S VIEW. 

Canada Justified In Prohibiting Aliens From 
Locuting Claims Unless the United 
States Acts Neighborly. 

Mr. William II. Heath, the partner of 
young Grant, who died so suddenly on 
the Skagway trail, reports that the 
steamer Cleveland had a very rough 
time of it on her juBt completed trip. 
More than two days were lost in snow 
storms, and on Thursday at Seymour 
narrows, the vessel for an hour and 
half was almost stationary trying to 
make headway ngainat the tremendous 
tide. Indeed, Mr. Heath stateB that the 
steamer was gradually being carried back 
little by little towards the rockB by the 
tide until it waB decided to turn her 
round and wait until the tide changed. 
Mr. Heath predicts some terrible dis- 
aster yet owing to the fact that all sorts 
and conditions of Vessels are going up 
from the United States portB, some of 
'which are utterly unfitted for standing 
the least rough weather. 

"It looks," he said, "as if any who 
choBe to attach a tow of wash tuba to a 
tug could get them all filled with passen- 
gers, so eager are people td try their luck 
after gold." 

However a little experience of the trail 
has had the effect of curing the gold fever 
in a great many instances, for on the 
Cleveland alone were forty men who had 
sold their outfitB for what they could get 
and abandoned all idea of getting over 
the trail, owing to the enormouB number 
of people]who wero trying to get through, 
There is a great deal of sickness at Skag- 
way, Mr. Heath reports, and numerous 
deaths, for on the same night that young 
Grant died there were eight deathB re- 
ported, one of these only a few tents 
away from Heath's camp. The trouble 
is that men who do not understand cold 
weather go there with an enormouB 
amount of warm clothing, and when toil 
ing along the trail the exertion causes 
them to perspire so freely ttiat when they 
Btop to rest a chill Beta in and sickness 
results. 

Though an American, Mr. Heath Bays 
that the unneighborly restrictions which 
the United States have put in force 
should be met by Canada's simply re- 
fusing to allow aliens to take up mining 
claims until the Americana come to terms 
and give Canada fair treatment.

*I beg to say that customs officers have 
already gone north to the ports of Dyea 
and Skagway with full directions to carry 
out the instructions of the department, 
and to assist and facilitate transactions 
with the United States customs officers 
at the porta of Dyea and Skagway, 

I herewith hand you a copy of the in- 
structions re entry of goods into the 
Yukon district and Stikine issued for the 
information of collectors of ciiBtoms and 
others concerned. I have the honor to

MEMORANDUM CUSTOMS DEPARTMENT, 

Ottawa, 9th February, 1898, 

To Collectors of Customs: 

RE. ENTRY OF GOODS INTO YUKON DIS- 
TRICT AND STIKINE. 

The following instructions are issued 
for the information of collectors of 
customs and other persons concerned : 

1. Goods purchased in Canada, duty 
paid or the produce of Canada, may be 
admitted into the Yukon diatrict or 
Stikine free of duty, when the trans- 
portation of such goods by water, from 
any port in British Columbia direct or 
via a foreign port, is wholly iri vessels 
entitled to participate in the coasting 
trade of the Dominion of Canada : Pro- 
vided, however, that the goods are 
identified to the satisfaction of the 
customs officer at the port of entry in 
the Yukon or Stikine, and that the 
regulations and conditions prescribed 
for the transportation of the goods from 
ports in British Columbia are duly 
observed. 

2. Except aa above provided, all goods 
arriving in the Yukon district or Sti- 
kine, from or through Alaska or via the 
Yukon or Stikine rivers, will be treated 
as to liability to duty aa ordinary im- 
portations. 

3. Goods imported into the Klondike 
region, Yukon district or Stikine, are 
subject to the same duties and exemp- 
tions as if imported into any other part 
of Canada, and duties are to be levied 
under tbo provisions of sections 58 and 
59 of the Customs Act as to market 
values of goods at the time and place 
whence exported directly to Canada. 

4. Wearing apparel, articles of per- 
sonal adornment, toilet articles and 
similar personal effecta of peraona ar- 
riving in Canada may bo passed 
free without entry at customs 
rb travellers' baggage, under the provi- 
sions of the customB tariff, 6ut this 
provision shall only include BUCh articles 
aa actually accompany and are in the 
use of and aa are necessary and appro- 
priate for the wear and use of such per- 
sons for the immediate purpose of the 
journey and present comfort and con- 

enience, and Bhall not be held to apply 
to merchandise or articles intended for 
other persons or for sale. 
5, Goods purchased in Canada, duty paid 
or the produce of Canada, admitted free 
of duty into the Yukon district or Stik- 
ine Bhall be subject to the following 
regulations and conditions for the trans- 
portation thereof, from porta in Britiah 
Columbia: 

(a.) A manifest or invoice containing a 
description of tbo goods and their value, 
with the numbers and markB of the 
packages, shall be presented to the cus- 
toms officer at tbo Canadian frontier 
port in the Yukon district or Stikine. 

(b.) The certificate of a Canadian cus- 
toms oflicor ia required to bo endorsed 
on the manifest or invoice, to the effect 
that tbo goods described therein have 
been " shipped duty free from a port in 
British Columbia." 

(c.) Customs officers shall not grant 
the certificate above mentioned when 
tbo ahipment from a port in British Col- 
umbia is not made by a vessel entitled 
to engage in the Canadian coasting 
trade. 

(d.) The said certificate may be signed 
by Bpecial officers of the Canadian cus- 
toms when stationed at Dyea, Skagway 
or Wrange), but in all audi caaea the 
transfer from the importing vessel must 
be made in the presence of Biich officer, 
who must eatisfy himself by an inspec- 
tion of the vessol's manifest and clear- 
ance that tbo goods have not been ox- 
ported from British Columbia in bond; 

(e.) The certificate of a Canadian cus- 
toms officer (if any) atntioned at Wran 
gel, may bo accepted as to the origin and 
exemption from duty of goods shipped 
from ports in British Columbia in tran 
Bit via Wraugel to the Stikine when 
transferred at Wrangel to a river steam- 
er in the presence of a Canadian cus- 
toms officer.

1. Imported merchandise arriving at 
Juneau, Dyea and Skagway, or any other 
customs port in Alaska, for transporta- 
tion to the Klondike region, unless im- 
mediately entered under warehouse, 
transportation and exportation entry, 
will be taken posseBeion of by the chief 
customs officer at the port, and stored at 
the expense of the owners. 

2. Such merchandise may, after proper 
entry has been made, proceed under 
warehouse, transportation and exporta- 
tion entry, without payment of duty, in 
charge of a customs officer, tho cost of 
whoso transportation and maintenance 
must be paid by the importer, or upon 
the filing of a bond by the importer 
with satisfactory securities for its due 
exportation ; said bond to be in amount 
equal to the duties and charges on the 
goods, and to be cancelled upon proper 
evidence of exportation whenever the 
owner shall prefer to deposit with the 
deputy collector an amount of money 
equal to the duties and customs charges 
on the goods, the tiling of a bond

I certificate of exportation, which certi- 
Hicate, duly endorsed by theowner, shall, 
Whenever presented by the deputy-col 
looter by whom the deposit was received 
unaccepted by him as full authority for 
the refund of the amount duo on such 
deposit, and such refund shall bo paid 
by him to the original owner or to the 
person designated by the owner's en- 
dorsement on the certificate. 

(j. If any of the merchandise included 
in the manifest shall have been con- 
sumed or abandoned on the route or 
shall otherwise fail to appear at the 
frontier, duty shall bo collected on the 
same by the deputy collector at the 
frontier, before ho shall furnish a vouch- 
er for tho cane ellation of the bond; if 
the duties shall havo been deposited at 
the port of entry, the deputy collector 
shall deduct the duty on the misaing 
goods from tho amount bo deposited, and 
Bhall give his voucher for the balance 
remaining due to the owner of the goods. 

7. All imported animals or merchant 
dise abandoned or sold on the route 
through United States territory shall be 
ho'zbiI by tho customs officers and foiv 
felted to the government unless duty 
shall be paid thereon. 

3. Whenovor the collector at tho port 
of entry Bhall receive from tho deputy at 
the frontier a report that the conditions 
of any bond have been fulfilled, he shall 
cancel such bond, fend whenever ho shall 
receive the certified statement of export- 
ation above provided for and a voucher 
;or tho duty remaining duo tho owner, 
lie snail pay over such duties, or so 



much of the same as shall have been 
found due, to the owner of the gooda or 
the person duly designated by the en- 
dorsement of the owner. 

l J. The customs oflicerB at the porst 
affected by theBe regulations are hereby 
authorized to require, whenever they 
shall deem it expedient to do so, the 
landing under customs supervision of all 
imported goodB at such wharf or ware- 
house aB Bhall be duly designated by 
them, there to be held in customs cus- 
tody until the issuance of permit for 
their removal. 

10. All articles carried by pasaengerB 
on the above routes, which are in ubo 
and which consistof wearing apparel and 
personal effueto neceeaaryfor the present 
comfort and convenience of Buch passen- 
gers, are oxempt from duty. 

11. Any person engaged in an attempt 
to evade the United States revenue laws

Navigation of the Yukon and Porcupine 
rivers and their tributaries.

Washington, D.C., Feb. '2, 181)8. 
To Collectors of Customs and others' 
The attention of collectors of customs 
and others is directed to the following 
regulations concerning the navigation of 
the Yukon and Porcupine rivers and 
their tributaries : 

transfer 01' oarooes and passenger},' 
at st. Michael's 

(a) The transfer of cargo or passengers 
from a sea-going, vessel from any port in 
the United States (except another port 
or place in Alaska) or from any foreign 
port, to a vessel destined by way ol tho 
mouth of the Yukon river to any port or 
place on the Yukon or Porcupine rivers 
or their tributaries, and 

(b) The transfer of cargo or passengers 
from a river vessel, destined by way of 
the mouth of the Yukon river from any 
port or place ou tho Yukon or Porcupine 
rivers or their tributaries to any Ameri- 
can port or place (except to another 
port or place in Alaska) to any foreign 
port, 

Shall be permitted only at the port of 
St. Michael's under tho supervision of 
officers of the customs. 

(2) Officers of the customs at St. 
Michael's, when they deem it necessary, 
shall board any vessel bound to the 
United States within four leagues of the 
coast of tho United States, for tho pur- 
pose of demanding its manifest and 
enforcing tho law3 and regulations of 
the United StateB. 

(3) Vessels, entitled by law to engage 
in the coasting trade of the United 
States, may proceed from one port or 
place in Alaska to another port in 
Alaska in the manner proscribed by law 
for the entry and clearance of vessels 
within tho same customs district. 

Entry and Clearance at St. Michael's. 

AMERICAN VESSELS. 

1. Any vessel, entitled by law to en- 
gage in the coasting trade of the United 
States, in ballast, or with passengers or 
cargo or both, that are destined from a 
port or place in tho United States (else- 
where than in Alaska) or from a foreign 
port for any port or place on the Yukon 
or Porcupine rivers or their tributaries, 
shall enter at St. Michael's in the man- 
ner prescribed by law. 
Such vessels may then 
(a) Proceed to her place of destination, 

or 

( b) Transfer her cargo and passengers, 
if destined for a port or place in Alaska, 
to another American vessel which may 
proceed according to laws governing the 
entry and clearance of vessels in the 
same customs districts; or 

(c) Transfer her cargo and passengers, 
if destined to a port or place in British 
Columbia, to an American or British 
vessel, which shall clear from St Mi- 
chael's in the manner provided by law. 

FOREIGN VESSELS. 

'2. Any vessel, in ballast, or with pas- 
senuerB or cargo or both, that are dea- 
tined from a foreign port or place to a 
port or place on the Yukon or Porcupine 
rivers or their tributaries, shall enter at 
.St. Michael's in the manner prescribed 
by law. 
A British vessel may then 

(a) Proceed to her place of destina- 
tion ; or 

(b) . Transfer hercargo and passengers 
if destined to a port or place in Alaska, 
to an American vessel, which may pro- 
ceed according to the laws governing tho 
entry and clearance of vessels in the 
same customs district; or 

(c.) Transfer her cargo or passengers, 
if destined to a port or place in British 
Columbia to an American or British 
vessel, which shall clear from St. 
Michael's in the manner prescribed by 
law. 

3. Article XXVI of the treaty of 1871 
between tho United Stateo and Great 
Britain, so far as applicable to tho Yu- 
kon, Porcupine and Stikine rivers, pro- 
vides : 

" The navigation of the rivers Yukon, 
Porcupine aad Stikine, ascending and 
descending from, to, and into tho sea, 
shall forever remain free and open for 
the purpose of commerce to the subjects 
of Britannic Majesty and to tho citizena 
of the United States, subject to any laws 
and regulations of either country within 
its own territory, not inconsistent with 
such privilege of free navigation." 
■ This article creates a reservo privilege 
for a reciprocal equivalent and ttie gen- 
eral favored nation clause of treaties, 
which covers only gratuitous favors, 
doeH not thereforo apply. The naviga- 
tion privileges, reserved by Articles 
XXVI of the treaty to American citizens 
and British subjects, are riot extended to 
the citizens and vessels of other nations.

Regulations for carrying goods oi tho 
United States and other foreign 
goods in transit through Canada, 
from Juneau, Alaska, to Circle Oily, 
or other points in Alaska, United 
via Chilkoot or White Pass : 

1. Imported goods in transit as above 
described shall be reported nt the Cana- 
dian custom house, Lake Tagish, and 
may he entered for exportation there on 
the usual form "in transitu" in dupli- 
cate. 

2. The goods may then be delivered 
without payment of duty, to be carried 
to their destination out of Canada by 
any transportation company which has 
fully executed a bond in the form pre- 
scribed by the Minister of Customs for 
ttie due and faithful delivery of all pack- 
ages carried by such, company, and for 
the general compliance with the cus- 
toms laws and regulations governing 
Buch traffic. 

A duplicate of the ontry in transitu, 
duly Bigned and marked with tho proper 
customs atamp, shall accompany each 
shipment of gooda conveyed by a bonded 
carrier, so that tho Bamo may be re- 
turned to the custom house at Fort Cud- 
ahy, with a certificate thereon as to the 
landing of the goods in United States, or 
of their being passed outwards from 
Canada within six montliB from date oi 
entry. 

3. If the goods when enti red intran- 
situ for exportation are not delivered, to 
be forwarded by a bonded carrier, as 
provided in the last preceding section, 
ttie duty thereon is to be deposited with 
the customs officer at Lake Tagish, sub- 
ject to a refund of same at the port oi 
Fort Cudahy when the gooda pass out- 
wards thereat, or upon the certificate of 
an officer of the United States or of the 
Canadian customs that the eaiil goods 
have been landed in the United States 
within six months from the date of the 
in transitu entry. 

The duty deposited in such cases is to 
be endorsed on the entry and certified 
by the customs officer in charge, and the 
duplicate of the entry duly certified and 
marked with the customs stamp, is to be 
delivered to the person making the de- 
posit of duty. 

i. A report of each entry in transitu 
shall be forwarded by mail without de- 
lay by tho customs officer at the sending 
port to tho collector of customs at Fort 
Cudahy for the collection of duties on 
the goods entered in transitu and not 
duly exported. 

5. The articles usually classed on 
travellers' baggage are to be passed free, 
without entry.

Au Advocate of Vitrified Brick for 
Street Paving— What Bid 
Moses Write ? 



To the Editor: — "A Chosen Peo- 
ple " is the appellation Father 
Hyacinthe thought fit to give to 
the peopl-j forming the British na- 
tion when he said, "It is, I love to 
think the people choEon of God to renew 
the face of tho earth," marking out for 
us indeed a lofty destiny, inasmuch aBit 
means that our nation is the chosen suc- 
cessor of a chosen race. 

One can imagine how abashed Hy- 
acinthe as a Frenchman must have felt 
in giving such expression of superiority 
in favor of another country, and how he 
would have been additionally affected 
had he lived to the present day to see 
Franco who hut as yesterday marched 
triumphantly into thejcapitals of every 
European power, save and except t hat 
of our kingdom, now in the pitiful posi- 
tion of having to lean upon the arm of 
Russia, and to exhibit the humiliating 
spectacle of the nation when assembled 
iu council tearing itself to pieces in 
angry debate, the sure precursor of 
further trouble, Verily Father Hyacinthe 
epoko as one who had been inspired, 
when he predicted such agloriouB future 
for our country, harmonizing, as it docs, 
so admirably with the thought, worthy 
of being written in letters of gold, that 
the cleansing influence upon the nation 
of Queen Victoria's reign baa marked 
out a new destiny for our country. 

Certainly at no time has our nation 
assumed a more important position, how 
gratifying to notice the addition to its 
territorial power during our Queen's 
reign, as represented by that of Upper 
Burmah — of what is now going on in 
Africa — and for completion of control 
of Egypt, not forgetting, certainly not, 
tho efforts put forth in our midst, from 
gold discovery with its undoubted ten- 
dency to develop the resources of this 
important part oi the British Empire. 

Naturally such increaee of power will 
excite the jealousy and animosity of 
other nations, and cause Great Britain's 
independent isolation and self reliance 
to induce them (although not always on 
friendly terms with each other) to unite 
in opposition to any thing affecting our 
country's interest— such is the penalty 
wo have to incur for our ascendant 
position. 

But of one thing we may bo assured 
that notwithstanding such antagonism, 
or that which may come from recreant 
sons in our own bosom, known as " Little 
Englanders," our country is marching 
under the banner of her national re- 
ligious faith, a national faith, be it ob- 
served more ennobling than that poB- 
seBsed by any other power, is faithfully 
discharging her high mission as the 
favored nation, and further more, at no 
previous time has the puleeof the nation 
ever beat in more healthy action that at 
the present moment.

• AN ANCIENT RECORD. 

To the Editor: — The good done by 
the articles on religious subjects in your 
Sunday issue might be incalculable to 
those whose religious feelings can per- 
haps never be readied by any outside 
influence; to persons far away np coun- 
try, out of the possibility of attending 
any place of worship (a privilege which 
we of the city seem scarcely to appreci- 
ate) with little opporlunity and leBS in- 
clination to study their Bible; and with 
nothing they are so likely to read as 
their newspaper. 

I am, however, in doubt as to whether 
the great opportunity of doinj* even ho 
small an amount of good is being put to 
its highest use. 

I am also quite prepared for the argu- 
ment that it is not the office of a news- 
paper to impart religious instruction, 
but this appears to be the role you have 
adopted. 

There is little in your article of the 
issue of Sunday, Feb. 20, headed "An 
Ancient Record," which any tyro in re- 
ligious knowledge is not willing to grant; 
what I write to object to is : The loose 
and flippant manner in which the writer 
tades it as a matter of course "that it is 
an exploded idea that Moses wrote the 
1'entaieuch." 

The article gains nothing in strength 
by the remarks heedlessly dragged in, 
and not so readily granted aB the writer 
asserts. 

One cannot say in what sense he 
means the expression to be taken ; that 
there are parts which could not have 
been written by Moees — as, for instance, 
the account of his death— is of course evi- 
dent to any thoughtful reader. 

Perhaps the writer will kindly inform 
ns, who are always willing to learn from 
those better instructed, in what sense 
tho passages quoted below may be un- 
derstood : Josephus taye: "For we 
have not an innumerable multitude of 
hooka among us, but only twenty-two 
books ; whicii contain tho record of all 
the past time; which are justly believed 
lo be divine, and of them five belong to 
Moses ; during so many nges as have al- 
ready paseed no one has been so bold aB 
either to add anything to them, to take 
anything from them, or make any 
change in them." Chrysostom eayB: 
'God may bo said to have sent a loiter 
to persons at a distance — a letter written 
indeed by God, but conveyed by Moses." 

Our Lord Bays : " if ye believed Mo- 
ses, ye would believe Me, for ho wrote of 
Me. But if ye believe not his writings, 
how (shall ye believe Mv words?" 
Again: "These are tho wordH which I 
spake unto you, how that all things must 
needs be fulfilled which are written in 
the law of Moses, and the Prophets and 
the Psalms concerning Me." 

I would not have troubled you with 
theee short comments, did I not per- 
ceive how much more easy it is to ud- 
dermine than to build up "religious be- 
liefs. 

There must be a sense and construc- 
tion to bo put upon words, and it Moses 
did not write, or cause to be written, 
those scriptures which are attributed to 
him, what, then, are the scriptures that 
Moses did write?

portion of our business streets with wood 
blocks. Now, this seems to be wilfully 
ignoring the experience of many other 
cities which have already "experi- 
mented " with this paving material with- 
icsults as follows: In discussing tho 
various kinds of pavement used in tho 
city of Toronto, the government of On- 
tario Bureau says : 

" For city streets, stone or gravel sets, 
asphalt and vitrified brickB, are all in 
use, and each of theso several niateriala- 
possesses excellent qualities for paving 
purposes. As compared with wooden 
blocks, each of them is preferable in al- 
most every particular, except in the im- 
portant one of ecBt. The life of a block 
pavement varies somewhat iu propor- 
tion to the travel over it, but does not, 
as a rule, exceed four or live years. * * 
Another source of decay is "the blocks 
being alternately wet and drj — they rot 
and wear out almost as soon as with the 
wear and tear of heavy traffic. * * * 

" The vast stretches of block pave- 
ment which have been laid down in tho 
city of Toronto cannot fairly ho said^ to- 
have been successful. * * * The 
porouB nature of the blocks permits them 
to absorb a very large proportion of the 
liquid filth which falls on the Btreet. 
and thiB in addition to the dirt, drop- 
pings, etc., which lodge in the hollows 
between the worn and rotting blocks, 
and which no ordinary street cleaning 
can remove, formB a mass of decaying, 
cerm-breeding matter not only offensive 
to the sight and smell, but highly in- 
jurious to public health." 

If this is tho experience of Toronto, 
where at any rate they have dry cold; 
winters, what is likely to be the result 
here with our mild and damp winter, 
followed by months of dry hot weather? 
Speaking of vitrified paving brick 
the report of the bureau above 
referred to says : " Streets in 
some towns in continental Europe 
and England have been paved with brick 
for many years; but it is in the United 
States, and within the last twelve years, 
that the reign of etreet paving brick may 
be said to have begun. To show the ex- 
tent of the favor to which it has already 
attained, it has only to be said that in 
September, 1893, there were in the United 
States 189 manufacturing establishments 
in which street paving brick were made, 
311 townE and cities in which brick pave- 
ments were used " Another 

authority states : "If best quality pav- 
ing brick is used and the work well done;. 
I have no doubt that it is the cheapest 
and most durable pavement for the 
money that can now bo obtained. Our 
citieB are disgusted with wooden pave- 
ments when compared with brick. . . 
The best brick, well laid, will make a 
pavement as good aB granite. ... It 
is easily laid or removed for repairs, IB- 
clean and sweet as compared with wood, 
and not as slippery as asphalt or aB noisy 
as granite)." 

Now, sir, in tho face of this evidence, 
much more oi which of a like nature can 
be obtained by anyone interested in this 
question, does" it not seem that we are in 
all probability on the verge of another 
" mistake " such as haB on several occa- 
sions made our public works very costly 
and inefficient, viz., the mistake of not 
profiting by the experience of others and 
avoiding what has been proved elsewhere 
to be a failure. What appears to trouble- 
most people who are interested in thiB 
matter, and there are many such in the 
city, is the idea that the brick cannot be.- 
made locally. 

They may make their minds quite- 
eaBy on that score. We have the mater- 
ial, and that the best right here on the 
island. I have been frequently ap- 
proached ou thiB subject, generally with 
a proposition that it would be a very 
good idea to pave a block or two witb 
brick " as an advertisement you know." 
That would be a very excellent idea, as 
far bb the ratepayers are concerned, but 
unfortunately it has its drawbacks, 
which I need hardly enumerate. My 
reply IB aa IoIIowb: That brick street 
paving has long since passed the experi- 
mental stage, and that it is very eaBy to 
obtain all tho information that can be 
required on the subject, as well as see it 
in actual use. They have several mile?, 
oi street paved with brick inSealtl.:,. 
which is giving great satisfaction. That . 
there are standard and well recognized 
tests which all paving brick are subjected': 
to, and that if we cannot make them to ■ 
Btand these teBte, we do not expect the 
city touso them. And finally, that un- 
less there is Bome sort of guarantee on 
the part of the city, that brick is the 
material it means to use, it is not worth 
the while of this company, or anyone 
eke, to erect a costly plant such as is 
needed for the proper production of pav- 
iug brick, and if you don't turn out 
really good brick, you had much better 
leave thiB industry alone, as many, 
manufacturers have found to their cost. 
I must apologize for having trespassed 
at such length on your epace, but this is 
a matter on which I feel very stroDsrly., 
both in my business capacity, as being, 
interested in the building up of a local 
industry, of which we have not too many 
on the island, and also as a private citi- 
zen in my wish to see the best possible 
use made of our city and Uh natural ad- 
vantages.

Justice Walkem Gives a Very 
Interesting; Decision in a 
Mining; Case. 



The Initial Post Was Outside Can- 
ada and the Location is 
Thereby Invalid. 



A judgment was given yesterday by 
Mr. Justice Walkem that is of particular 
interest to mining men, the difficulties 
between plaintiff and defendant arising 
from the fact of the proximity of the 
boundary line between Canada and the 
United States to the claim over which 
the legal fight was waged. The case is 
that of Connell v. Madden, and the facta 
are set forth very succinctly in the judg- 
ment, which is as follows : 

The plaintiff located and recorded a 
mineral claim in the Kootenay district 
as Boundary No. 2, in June, 1895. Prior 
to this, namely in August, 1S91, a con- 
siderable portion of the same ground 
had been recorded aa being part of the 
Sheep Creek Star mineral claim. The 
defendant having given notice of his in- 
tention to apply for a certificate of im- 
provements, the plaintiff has brought 
these adverse proceedings in order to 
oppose its issue, and also to test his 
right to the ground in dispute. The 
evidence at the trial showed that the 
defendant had planted his No. 1 or in- 
itial post 287 feet south of the inter- 
national boundary line, and run his 
centre line northward. Aa a matter of 
common sense a post thus planted in a 
foreign countiy could not be a bound- 
ary post within the meaning of 
any of the mineral acts, and in 
my opinion it would for that 
reason be a nullity. Moreover, the re- 
quirements of sec. 4 of the Mineral Am- 
endment act of 1894, to the affect that 
the " provincial government surveyor 
thall " when surveying a mineral claim 
preparatory to the issue of the crown 
urant " be guided entirely by poats No. 
1 and 2, and the notice on No. 1, the in- 
itial post, and the records of the claim," 
could not with respect to the initial post 
in question be carried out without that 
officer committing a palpable and most 
improper act of trespass on foreign soil. 
Such a survey could not be permitted by 
the provincial izovernmont. The whole 
location of the Sheep Creek Star is under 
the mineral acts up to and inclusive of the 
act of 1894, invalid for want of an in- 
itial post. It waB argued that the plain- 
tiff's title was defective, owing to one of 
his postB being on the Good Enough 
location ; but that location was not 
shown to be a valid one. Tho plaintiff 
is entitled as between him and defend- 
ant to poaseasion of the ground in dis- 
pute and to a declaration to that effect, 
and also to the effect that the location 
and record of the Sheep Creek Star 
made in August, 1894, by the defendant 
are invalid. The plaintiff is entitled to 
the costs of these proceedings. 

It is understood that an appeal will be 
taken from this decision. 



What Pasteur Did. 

It pecans to us now, in 1897, that 
from all tinjewo must have known that 
an organic solution when heated was 
sterile, and that a germ would suffice to 
render it capable of fermentation. But 
this is a more delusion. No, a thousand 
times no! This great fact of tho genera- 
tion of germs was absolutely unknown 
before Pasteur, and tho method of ster- 
ilizing liquids and of their inoculation 
with spores was revealed to ua by Pas- 
teur. It is tho nature of great discover- 
ies that they become popularized in a 
short time, and thus very quickly bo- 
como elementary. A first year's med- 
ical student knows perfectly that which 
neither Lavoisier, nor Licbig, nor Fre- 
my, nor any one beforo Pasteur had 
been able to perceive. 

Wo aro always tempted to bo ungrate- 
ful to great creators, for their creations 
pass rapidly into the domain of common 
knowledge. They become so simplo that 
they cease to surpriso us. Wo do not 
think of being grateful, and wo forget 
the efforts which genius has had to 
mako to wrest the truth from jealous 
nature. Gentlemen, lot us not bo un- 
grateful, lot us remember that tho rec- 
ognition of tho real cause of all fer- 
mentation (the development and germi- 
nation of organized elements) dates from 
1807, and from tho celebrated memoii 
of Pasteur upon lactii: fermentation. A 
new world was then opened to science.

Passengers on the " Oregon " Urge 
Her Olllcers to Take to 
the Boats. 



When the Danger is Past They 
Praise Where Before They 
Freely Censured. 



MiBhaps to ohipping consequent upon 
the exceptionally rough weather, con- 
tinue to be of almost daily occurrence, 
according to the report of the City of 
Topeka, which steamer completed a 
tempestuous voyage from the North 
Bhortly before noon yesterday. Her 
officers had heard nothing of the re- 
ported wreck of a coasting ateamer twelve 
miles off Juneau, nor yet were they able 
to give particulars of the recent mishap 
to the lumber-laden Bchooner Port Ad- 
miral. They tell, however, of a very 
trying experience had by the Portland 
steamer Oregon battling with the gale 
on Tuesday morning last while on the 
upward vovage with four hundred pas- 
sengers and their Btock and belongings. 

In the climax of the hurricane the 
steamer dragged her anchors and drifted 
broadside and at race-horse Bpeed until 
held by the not unfriendly mud of the 
tideflata. The perils of the 'situation 
were greatly intensified by the paaaen- 
gerB losing their wits in their terror and 
at one time threatening to take posses- 
sion of the Bhip on the refusal of the 
officers to lower the boats and desert the 
ship. The Oregon waB at this time listed 
over at a 45 degree angle, every sea wash- 
ing over her from bow to Btern, and the 
cries of the frightened horses, four of 
which were killed by being dashed 
against the Bide of the Bhip, adding to 
the excitement of the hour. 

Fortunately there was no organization 
among the passengers, or serioua conse- 
quences might have resulted from the 
lack of confidence in the Bhip'a officers. 
As it was, the latter were able to main- 
tain comparative discipline, while for 
two days and a night the Oregon was 
rocked on the flats so roughly that even 
the galley fires were extinguished as 
soon as lighted, and with the ther- 
mometer all the time between 6 and 8 
below zero, with a fierce Bnowstorm fall- 
ing from a leaden sky. 

With the ceBBation of the gale the 
Bteamer was floated without difficulty, 
and a roll-call Bhowed but one serious 
mishap among the human beings on 
board— the carpenter having broken his 
leg— while four horses were dead and 
eight had broken limbs. Aa aoon as 
they were safely landed in Juneau, with 
a reversal of feeling not uncommon un- 
der similar circumstances, tho paEBen- 
gers had a meeting and unanimously 
adopted a resolution of thanks to and 
confidence in the officers whom a few 
hours before they had even threatened 
to throw overboard if they stood firm in 
their refusal to take to the boats. 

Nor waB the Oregon the only northern 
steamer to feel the fury of the gale. It 
gave the Topeka herself a very lively 
fight indeed, held the U. S. gunboat 
Wheeling prisoner at Killisnoo, and bo 
delayed the Wolcott that she had not yet 
arrived from Dyea and Skagway when 
the Topeka sailed from Juneau. Of the 
Clara Nevada, Captain Patterson and his 
officers bring no important news. The 
Rustler had paid a second visit to the 
wreck, but the weather had been so 
rough that a diver could not have de- 
scended had it been possible to secure 
one from the gunboat at Sitka. 

Good progress was being made in the 
saving of the Corona, the wreckers here 
employed under Captain Goodal's direc- 
tion having made so much progrees that 
it waB hoped with favorable wind to 
bring the wreck off in floating condition 
to-day, in which event the unlucky 
steamer may he looked for in E quimalt 
about the end of the present week.» The 
Topeka on her just-completed and last 
trip North for some time passed no fewer 
than 31 steam and sail craft engaged in 
the northern trade. 

She brought no Dawsonians among her 
passengers, the majority of whom were 
business men received on board at the 
now booming city of Wrangel, which, 
Bince the C.P.R. haa taken hold of it, 
has become one of the most promising 
townB of the North country.
